What is this? 
A dollar, and it is a good dollar, good 
for the farmer, the mechanic, the 
sailor, and everyboely. 

What makes it a good doIf.ar? 

Because every dollars worth of 
property in the United States Is be- 
hind it, and the life blood of every 
true and loyal eitlxen is behind it 
and that makes it good. The father 
of Federalism Alexander Hamilton, 
whose doctrines form the corner 
stone of Republican faith, in his re- 
I>ort in 1791 on the establishment of 
a mint said: — 

“To annul the use of either gold or 
silver as money is to abridge the 
quantity of circulating medium, and 
is liable to all the objections which 
arise from the comparison of the 
lieneiits of a full circulation with the 
evils of a scanty circulation.” 

Yet the professed f illowers of 
Hamilton in 187S destroyed half of 
our money metal by demonetization 
thus contracting the currency , rais- 
ing the price of gold and lowering 
the price of silver until to-day it is 
only worth about half what it was 
before the act of demonetization. 

And with the fall in price of sliver, 
the prices of commodities, the pro- 
duct of labor fell in pro]H>rtion, as a 
v€ rifled by statistics.

Value is 
not a material object nor the quali- 
ty’ of a material object, hence it can- 
not be measured with nor expressed 
in material standards, for no man 
con tell the value of a gold dollar* 
iM-cause value is a relation between 
human beings and objects and is bas- 
ed not on gold but on the amount of 
laixtr spent in acquiring such ob- 
jects. 

On the other hand no matter what 
the population may be, If tlie neces- 
saries, the comforts of life, M’ore as 
free as air, aeeessible to all alike, 
and requiring no lalx>r to obtAin 
them, there would bo neither value 
nor price. Neither money’ needed, 
nor standards, relative or absolute. 
This being true it is evident first 
that what is understood by the term 
value is a relation between human 
beings, and a certain object and s<*c- 
oml, that the degree of said value is 
bus 'd upon th<‘ amount of lalior re- 
quircil to obtain it. 

It is in this fa<‘t that we must look 
for value, and not the variations of 
value, and not in pieces of gold.

Imagine a peck measure, a yard 
stick, or a inmnd w’cight, which 
would expand or contract in accord- 
ance to the numlier of them present, 
and by’ so doing increase or decrease 
the bulk, the length, and the weiglit 
or the value of all things measured 
or weighed. Can we conceive of an 
idea more preposterous w’hen such 
eliangeahle standards make of val- 
ues a perfect keleidoscope and of 
commerce, a pandemonium of op- 
tion deals. Now’ single gold standard 
friends,! conclude your gold stand- 
ard is a false measure and a fraud of 
the greatest magnitude. 

Wealth is the produetof labor, and 
its value can only be measured by 
counting thelatxir bi’Stowed upon it 
by relations and circumstances, and 
it is folly’ to attempt to measure it 
by’ paltry’ pieces of metal. There wa.s 
a time interior to my’ lieing when 
four millions of black hu- 
man lieing measured hy 

the gohl standard were 
valued at two thousand millions 
standard gold dollars, yet one man, 
Abraliam Lincoln, in w'hom reposed

been receiveii in exchange for gold, yet 
if tlie time shall ever come alien the 
parity cannot be otherwise maintaineil, 
such exchanges will be made.”

In 1873 wheat sold from $1.5S to 92 25 
a bnshel (according to Spofford’s Alma- 
nac) in New York, in 1894, it sold at 50 
cents. In 1873 a bosbel of wheat would 
pay $2 of indebtedness and leave 25 
centa to pay for iaxariee, neceasaries or 
taxes. Bat in 1884 it takes 4} bushels of 
wheat to bring the same amoant, while 
taxes and debts remain nnehanged. A 
man contracting a debt of f 1,000 in 1873 
conld reasonably calculate to pay it off 
will) 500 bushels of wheat and leave him 
a margin of 9125 for other expenses. In 
1873 it took less than 27 bnsliels of 
wlieat to pay tlie interest on the debt of 
91,000, but eacii Buccee^liiig year has in- 
creased tlie number of bushels, thus 
decreasing the power to pay the princi- 
pal, until in 1884 it takes 120 bushels to 
pay the interest alone, or just 24 per 
cent, of what it originally would hare 
taken to wipe out the entire debt, ami 
insteail of 500 busbela of wheat it will 
now take 2,000 busbela to pay the origi 
nal debt.

Rev. Leroy Estill and His Church Shut Out. 

Away back in the anfe-hellniii days, 
the “Old Stone Meeting House” tliat 
stoinl out on or near the road, between 
Richmond and Foxtown, granted author- 
ity to the colored Baptists to establish a 
church in Richinoud. This was the first 
colore<l clinrch in Madison County. The 
distinctive Baptist principles were laid 
ilowii for the guidance of tlie new' cliurch. 
In time tlie Calvinist Baptist chnrch be- 
came an offshoot of the Richmoed par- 
ent cliurch, and I^eroy Kstili, one of the 
old F^til family of slaves, became pastor, 
.''iilisequenlly he removed to Ohio and 
estahhslie*! a cburcli. Finally it came to j 
tlie attention of I^eroy tliat the ohl stone 
churcli from which the Richmond chnrch 
derived its authority, had in ye olden 
time expelled members for belonging to 
secret societies. As a matter of fact, 
the Rev. Andrew Tribble, founder of 
tlie stone church, preferred a charge 
against his son Jolin — who bad then 
been a gallant soldier in the war of '12— 
of belonging to tlie Kiclimond Masonic 
\ Lodge and had him excommunicated. 
Estill proceeded to have nine members 
expelled from the church for belonging 
to secret orders. The ousted memhers 
then went to work and hud Estill dismiss- 
ed from tlie pulpit. Estill tlien brought 
suit in tlie civil couH forjpossession of 
the pulpit but was defeated. He next 
proceeded to organize a new church, of 
wiiich lie became pastor. Recently tlie
